I  beg  to  subnit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1964. 


The  vital  statistics  for  1964  illustrate  in  a  general  my  the 
national  trends.  The  birthrate  tends  to  rise  and  the  death  rate  to 
decrease.  Other  vital  statistics  are  improved.  All  these  changes  in 
Scalby  are  marginal.  In  that  they  follow  national  trends  they  can  be 
regarded  as  satisfactory. 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  follow  the  usual  pattern 
with  measles  having  again  the  highest  incidence.

77 i thin  the  urban  area  private  enterprise  continues  to  meet  the 
housing  needs  of  the  district.  However  consideration  is  being  given  to  the 
construction  of  further  bungalows  for  the  aged. 

Water  Supply 

The  statutory  water  authority  is  Scarborough  Water  Undertaking  who 
supply  the  entire  district,  apart  from  sporadic  development  and  farm  dwellings 
sited  at  the  perimeter  of  the  area.  These  premises  possess  private  supplies 
i.e.  spring,  artesian  well  etc. 

Regular  sampling  has  been  maintained  during  the  year.  In  point  of 
fact  100  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  only  four  of  which  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  and  proved  on  subsequent  examination  to  meet  the  required 
standard.  The  chemical  analysis  of  the  supply  reveals  water  from  Scarborough 
source  to  contain  permanent  and  temporary  hardness. 

The  Borehole  water  from  Scalby  Nabs  is  of  a  temporary  hard  nature 
and  therefore  not  liable  to  have  plumbo -solvent  action.

I  loveable  Dwellings 


There  was  only  one  licensed  caravan  site  within  the  district  i.e. 
Pickering,  Highmill  Farm.  This  site  is  only  occupied  during  the  summer  period. 

A  further  single  caravan  has  been  approved  with  a  temporary  planning 

approval. 


The  Boys  Brigade  were  in  camp  at  Beacon  Cottage  Farm  for  two  weeks. 

Fifteen  inspections  were  carried  out  embracing  all  caravans  within 
the  area  and  no  serious  contravention  was  revealed. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS 


Refuse  Collection 


The  entire  urban  district  was  served  adequately  and  a  weekly 
collection  was  maintained.  Every  effort  was  made  to  accommodate  outlying 
farms  which  received  a  fortnightly  collection.  In  isolated  cases  i.e.  shops 
and  hotels,  collections  were  made  twice  weekly  during  the  summer  period. 

Additional  refuse  necessitating  a  special  journey  wa s  treated  as  a 
rechargeable  item. 

The  development  of  the  district  required  the  district  refuse 
collection  to  be  augmented  with  additional  vehicles  and  extra  staff.

During  the  period  under  review  one  major  fire  occurred,  the  cause 
of  which  was  undetermined.  Evidence  suggested  the  origin  may  well  have  Been 
caused  by  persons  unknown  lighting  fires,  whilst  trespassing  on  Council 
property.  Remedial  work  necessitated  the  use  of  mechanical  diggers  and  the 
use  of  the  North  Riding  Fire  Brigade's  services. 

Salvage  Collection 

For  the  major  portion  of  the  year  restrictions  were  placed  by  the 
paper  mills  on  the  amount  of  salvage  which  could  be  despatched  to  them. 
However  at  a  later  period  an  unlimited  amount  of  the  commodity  was  accepted. 

Salvage  collection  of  all  materials  was  accommodated  principally 
by  two  methods;  one  by  trailer  and  the  other  by  sacKs  hung  at  the  rear  of 
vehicles.  Weights  collected  were  as  follows:-  90  tons  9  cwts  waste  paper; 
lk  cwts  scrap  iron;  1  ton  10  cwts.  rags;  98  lbs  copper;  Ik  ascot  boilers  and 
lk  gas  coppers. 

Public  Health  Acts  1936  and  1961 

200  inspections  were  carried  out  and  80  nuisances  found  (excluding 
housing  inspections)  which  were  abated  without  the  service  of  statutory 
notices. 

Offensive  Trades 


There  were  no  businesses  carried  on  in  the  urban  district  which 
could  be  classified  as  'offensive  trades'. 

Clean  Air  Act 


The  urban  district  is  not  materially  affected  by  atmospheric 
pollution.  Its  geographical  position  is  a  contribution  to  this  fact  and  in 
character  is  largely  residential  end  therefore  not  included  as  a  'Smokeless 

Zone ' . 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 


70  inspections  were  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
during  the  year. 

Rodent  Control 


In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  6 z  Food  surveys  and  treatments  were  carried  out  resulting  in  an 
estimated  kill  of  326  rats,  bodies  recovered  53. 

Workable  Area  Committee  Useful  inf ormation  was  obtained  from  a 
representative  gathering  of  local  authority  officials  on  up  to  date  methods 
of  rodent  control.  Difficulties  met  with  in  practice  were  also  discussed  and 
eluc idated. 

Sewers  Sewer  manholes  were  examined  in  the  area  and  found  free  of 
rodent  infestation. 

Food  &  Drugs  Act  1955 

meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963 


Food  and  Drugs  The  tradesmen  have  continued  to  observe  the 
provisions  of  food  hygiene  requirements  and  111  inspections  were  carried  out 
in  this  connection  revealing  two  unsatisfactory  conditions  which  were  remedied 
without  the  necessity  of  statutory  action.

Heat  Inspection  lOO/o  inspection  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 
407  visits  were  made,  2,74-7  animals  were  inspected  and  the  weight  of  meat 
voluntarily  surrendered  was  10-g-  cwts. 

Slaughterhouses  Three  private  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  within 
the  district  and  requisite  requirements  were  satisfied.  No  contraventions  of 
the  Slaughter  of  Annuals  Act  were  found. 

Hilk  Licences 


The  North  Riding  County  Council  are  the  appropriate  authority  within 
the  urban  district  for  licensing  designated  milk. 

Farms 

Twenty  fauns  are  sited  within  the  Urban  area,  8O/0  of  which  are  milk 

producers. 

Housing  Acts  1937-1964 

75  houses  were  inspected  necessitating  160  visits  under  these  Acts 
and  four  houses  were  found  to  be  capable  of  repair  although  unfit  and  were 
dealt  with  under  Improvement  Grants. 

mortuary 


Existing  mortuary  facilities  are  available  within  the  urban  area  and 
accommodate  requirements  in  connection  with  accidents  and  sudden  deaths  within 
the  district.  The'  mortuary  x^rovided  does  not  include  facilities  for  post 
mortem  examination. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


Sections  of  private  sewers  and  surface  water  drainage  were  commenced 
during  the  year  under  review/  for  Glafield  Homes  Limited  at  Station  Road,  Scalby. 

Schemes  were  completed  during  the  year  at  un-named  road,  Lady  Edith's 
Park  Estate  for  Charles  R.  Coates  Limited;  Wrea  Head  Close,  Scalby,  for  County 
Properties  United;  The  Paddock,  Scalby,  for  F.  Shepherd  c  Son  Limited  and 
Princess  Close,  off  Queensway,  Newby,  for  Hr.  D.  He In tyre . 

The  district  is  served  by  gravitational  sea  outfall  excejpt  outlying 
buildings  on  the  perimeter  of  the  area.  These  are  served  by  septic  tanks  and 

cess  pools.
